Titles should be as short as possible; authors are requested to provide an abbre- 
viated title not exceeding 40 characters including spaces, to be printed at the top 
of each right-hand “page. Footnotes, references, tables, and_ illustrations 
should be presented on separaté sheets. ,

References : 
Quotations in the text should be included within single quotes. References should 
be given by the name of the author, followed by the year of publication and the 
page- or section-number in brackets. For example: a 
“As Sapir has already noted (1921: 39)...’ 
‘Sapir has alreadyysaid: ‘All grammars leak’ (1921: 39).’ 
*,.. the well-known maxim ‘All grammars leak’ (Sapir, 1921: 39).’ 
A reference-list, alphabetically arranged and typed double spaced, should be 
added on separate sheets.
